So the wimmin pulled 
together and kicked the men out, Men CAN visit in the 
daytime they just aren't allowed to stay at night,as no 
womun wants to risk getting raped.. Thís im not to T 
Suggest that all men are prone to rape;of course they 
are not. However there have been rapes at Molesworth 
mixed camp: and Male violence against Wimmin at Menwith 3 
Hi11 peace camp. so'you can see the Greenham wimmin are E 
not jusi being reactionary. 

A thing 1 should explain ¿bout the Greenham camp is -~ 
that the wimmin live around the various gatas of the 
base;each of which are named by a colour, There is ene E 
gate-"Tellow Cate"=which is at odds with the others,as 
all the wimmin that live there are militant seperatista. 

I'm not going to justify them,as basically they are an 
exceadingly unreasonable bunch of people and I think 
seperatiam ia a very negative thing anyway.
